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HOLD KEY TO CITRUS SUCCESS 


PORTERVILLE, Oct. 8 — Research to develop new by-products, 
the placing of a high-quality product on the market, aggressive adver- 
tising and good marketing procedures were listed as keys to continued 
successful operation of the citrus industry by Roy McLain, Ivanhoe dis- 
trict citrus grower and vice president of Sunkist Growers, Inc., in a 
Porterville Kiwanis club talk last night pointing up the club's City- 


Farm week. 


McLain said that in Tulare 
county extensive plantings of new 
Navel acreage means greatly in- 
creased production in the future. 

“We now have enough trees in 
Tulare county to produce 25,000 


». carloads, or perhaps 30,000 in a 


good crop year,’’ McLain said. 
“Southern California is still pro- 


‘ ducing 15,000 to 16,000 carloads, 


so Wwe can expect 40,000 carload 
crops. In 1958-59 we put 31,000 
carloads into the fresh fruit mar- 
ket, which was the greatest total 
in recent years. This means we 
will have 9,000 more carloads of 
oranges to sell than we sold in 
our gréatest year.” 

To meet the changing situation 
McLain said that the citrus indus- 
try is looking toward the export 
market. Already, he said, Amer- 
ican agriculture is exporting pro- 
duce from one acre out of every 
seven being farmed. He emphasiz- 


ed that citrus can hold its foreign 
markets only by improving qual- 
ity of fruit. 

“Europeans are actually more 
discrimnating than Americans 
when it comes to food products,” 
McLain said. ‘We must continue 
to send top-quality citrus to Eur- 
ope, if we are to retain that ex- 
port market.” 

The speaker told of meeting 
during the week with representa- 
tives of Mediterranean countries 
where great acreages of citrus are

that he likes in America, he says 
that he, believes American teenag- 
ers have too much freedom — that 
teenage problems develop from a 
lack of discipline and too much 
free time. 

He points out that early school- 
ing in his country is virtually a 
full time occupation, with six 
years of elementary school requir- 
ed by the government, followed by 
six years of high school. 

Students attend school six days 
a week; in high school instruction 
is given in 21 courses during each 
nine-month period; if a student 
fails in one course examination, he 
may be allowed to take the exam- 
ination again, if he is an average 
or better student. But if he fails 
a second time, then he automatic- 
ally fails all 21 courses, and must 
start\the period over again. 

Jafar says that in Persia, a stu- 
dent after completing the six 
years of elementary school has 
studied mathematics up to plane 
geometry; he has studied history, 
geography, natural sciences, hy- 
giene, and some of the rules of 
Moslem religion. As he goes on, 
he studies literature, law, medi- 
cine, pharmacy, higher mathema- 
tics; during the last three years 
a student begins to specialize, 
then must pass a rigid examina- 
tion to get into one of the coun- 
try’s four universities. 

At Tehran, a city of 2,000,000 
population, one of these four uni- 
versities has an enrollment of 14,- 
000 students. It was in Tehran 
where Jafar was raised, his father 
operating a large trucking busi- 
ness there. 

While somewhat reluctant to 
talk of conditions in Persia, Jafar 
does say that he believes the best 
protection his country, and other 


Middle East countries have against] he said that in spite of periodic Hey you upstairs — your 


communism lies in education. 

And he says that there are too 
many very rich, and too many 
very poor people in his country. 

As for farming in Persia, he 
Says that one man owns a village 
and many acres, with large num- 
bers of persons working for him. 
These workers may own a little 
land, he says, but for the most 
part are paid for their work on a 
share crop basis, 

Most large land owners are 
actually business men, not farm- 
ers, Jafar says; they use the old 
fashioned methods of farming, 
along with some modern methods. 
Principal crops are sugar beets, 
cotton and cereal grains; dried 
fruits and cotton are exported to 
Europe; the country has only a 
few dairy and beef cattle. 

For the most part, the Persian 
farmer is still uneducated, accord- 
ing to Jafar, and, of necessity, he 
uses Old-fashioned farming meth- 
ods because he can afford nothing 
better. As an example, he says 
that treatment of animal diseases 
is mostly on a home remedy basis, 
since most farmers cannot afford 
a veterinarian and modern medi- 
cines., : 

“But we hope for future change’”’ 
he says, pointing out that many 
Persian students are studying ag- 
riculture in America, a large per- 
centage of them from farm fam- 
ilies. 

As for the Point Four program 
in relation to Persian agriculture, 
Jafar is also noncommittal, how- 
ever, he did cite one example of

Judging from the mass of phil- 
osopical and psychological writ- 
ings that pour from “religious” 
authors, all we have to do is RE-

Reformation is no more the sum 
of Christianity than cultivation is 
all of farming. Ridding your life 
of weeds is fine. But you must 
also plant good Gospel seed in 
your heart to be a fruitful Chris- 
tian. 

The earnest entreaty of Elijah 
was, “If the Lord be God, then fol- 
low Him.” This clarion call re- 
sounds through the pages of the 
Old Testament and into the New 
Testament. John the Baptist, the 
voice in Judea’s wilderness, cried, 
“Repent ye! After John was put 
in prison, Jesus came into Gali- 
lee preaching the Gospel and say- 
ing, ‘“‘“Repent ye!”’ (St. Mark 1:14 
and 15) Then Jesus sent out His 
12 disciples with the Gospel, ‘‘And 
they went out, and preached that 
men should repent,’’ Mark 6:12. 

When Peter stood up on the day 
of Pentecost and delivered that 
powerful sermon which won 3,000 
converts, he didn’t tell his audi- 
ence to buy a book on philosophy 
and try to reform.

They say that 
agriculture asks no special treat- 
ment or subsidy from the state, 
but does not want to be saddled 
with any kind of discriminatory 
limitation. 


They point out that the state 
owns no public lands to be re- 
claimed and homesteaded, as is the 
case with most federal projects. 
Therefore, they assert an acreage 
limitation would penalize all Cali- 
fornia farmers but would not solve 
the problem of possible land spec- 
ulation, which is not entirely agri- 
cultural in nature. 

They call attention to the fact 
that water developed by the state 
will be supplemental water to that 
already supplied to privately own- 
ed lands used for ‘agriculture. 
They say that therefore this land 
will serve as the base for guaran- 
teeing any state water bonds 
which may be issued, and that the 
owners of all such land will pay 
the full price demanded by the 
state for all water used, so none 
can be ‘unjustly enriched’’ by the 
state program. 

From these pros and cons, it 
will be seen) that we Legislators 
will have a tough job working out 
the best answer to the problem.

Moving on up to this. week 
we find a few world series fans 
survived thé games and are pre- 
paring to rest their shattered 
nerves with a little gardening, 
In fact if half the things they're 
packing home get planted we're 
in for a colorful spring. This is 
especially true of the crates of 
bulbs that are fast disappear- 
ing. Such things as Tulips, Hy- 
acinths, Crocus, Dutch Iris, Ra- 
nunculus, and Anemones will re- 
ward you no end if planted be- 
fore the snow flies. One word 
of caution though, we find ve 
few blooms: on bulbs. left in a 
bag on a dark shelf. Bulbs left 
in bags should be left in a sunny 
location. For even better 
blooms place a sack of bone 
meal on the shelf along side the 
bulbs. If all else fails they may 
be planted right out in the 
ground. 


Most trees and shrubs should 
be watered deeply, lawns fertil- 
ized, trees and tree roses well 
staked, lawns planted or repair- 
ed, and bedding plants set out 
before too long. These are all 
in good supply on "E" Street 
north of Olive — Visitors most 
welcome.
